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Tt is a peculiar situation which faces Mrs. 
Sarah E. Marshall, president of George E. 
Marshall, Inc., jewelry frm, and her cred- 
itors. Equally odd is the position of George 
B. Moore, the man whom Mrs. Marshall made 
her business representative and manager of 
her firm last February. 

The Marshal! firm went into the hands of a 
receiver yesterday. The Central Trust com- 
pany was appointed. This step was agreed 
on last Thursday night by the stockholders 
of the company and its creditors as the most 
expedient means of saving the firm. 

Representatives of Mrs. Marshal] and her 
creditors yesterday tried to see Moore, who 
ig recovering from, thę effects of a spree 
which cost Mrs. Marshall about $25,000. They 
were refused admittance to Moore's apart- 
ment and were told indignantly by Mrs. Moore 
that her husband could not be disturbed. 

The bankruptcy proceedings were agreed on 
after the books of the company had been 
audited following the disappearance of Moore 
‘from his home at 6218 Ingleside avenue. 
It was found that there was a shortage of 
between $25,000 and §30,000, brought about 
the last year. According to Attorney Ed- 
ward E. Gray, representing Mrs. Marshall, 
the assets of the company aggregate about 


appproximately $123,000. 


Pawned Diamonds for $11,000. 

Pawn tickets for diamonds valued at about 
$25,000. and given as collateral by Moore, 
were located yesterday in the vaults of the 
jewelry firm in the Columbus Memorial 
building. There is due, with interest, about 
$11,000 on the diamonds. United States Judge 
Landis, in whose court the bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings were instituted, authorized the re- 
ceiver to borrow money to redeem the 
pawned valuables. 

Moore is accused by Mrs. Marshall and 
her creditors of mismanagement, resulting 
in the bankruptcy. It was said last night 
that he would be prosecuted by the creditors. 

Moore, who is well known in Chicago 
jewelry business, has been in the habit of 
disappearing at odd times, but he always has 
come back to the firm. He has been the 
heaviest sufferer as the result of these lapses, 
financially and physically. 


Has “Lapse”; Returns Il, 

This last time Moore spent his time in parts 
unknown till his ds were at an end. Then 
he returned home to rest from his travels 
and the incidental exci ts. 

Mra. Marshall took a philosophic view of her 
business situation last night when seen at 
the Chicago Beach hotel, where she has made 
her home since the death of her husband 
several years ago. She said she had suffered 
a great deal from worry at first, but had

Eleven Bulldings to Be Opened 
for ‘‘Welghborhood Balis”’ 
by Education Board. 


MCFATRIGH EXPLAINS PLAN

Pupils and All Young People in 
Vicinity May Attend Enter- 
tainments. 


MISS LATHROP INDORSES SCHEME 


The problem of the dance hali—the big dif- 
ficult problem with which Chicago civic 
bodies and philanthropic societies have wres- 
tled for years—weas perhaps solved all in a 
moment yesterday at a meeting of the buili- 
ings and grounds committee of the board of 
education. 

The answer is to open the public schools 
to dances without charge and without re- 
striction except that of the city ordinances 
and the Ulinois statute. 

Neven schools are to be opened next week 
as ‘ social centers” at which the youth of 
Chicago, whether in school or out,. will be 
allowed to hold dances or any other enter- 
tainments which do not conflict with the law 
More schools will be opened as the plan is 
worked out until every public school in the 
city will be available for amusement at night 
as it is for work in the daytime. 


Schools to Be Opened. 

While it is expected the new function of the 
schools will mean most of those whe have 
passed through the grades and are at work, 
the dances and other entertainmenta will not 
be restricted to those who have left school. 
The attempt will be made to attract all the 
| boys and girls of a neighborhood to the school 
building for amusement.

Dr. J. B. MoFatrich, president of the board 
of education, was enthusiastic last night 
about the plan to use the buildings which 
are erected at the expense of the taxpayers 
during the hours they would otherwise be 
dark, for the benefit of boys and giris who 
seek pleasure.” 

He denied emphatically that there would 
be anything strict or formal in the man- 
agement of the dances or the other enter- 
tainments which are to be offered. 

McFatrich Tells of Plan. 

“The children are to have what they want.“ 
he said. They are going to be allowed to 
do anything they please that does not violate 
the law. They may get up any sort of enter- 
tainment they wish—dances, theatricala, de- 
bates—and, in addition, the board of educa- 
tion, together with certain philanthropic citi- 
zens, will provide amusement. Moving pic- 
tures, stereopticon lectures, informa! talka, 
things that will interest parents as well ae 
children, will be part of the provision. 

„We want to give the people of a neighbor- 
hood, and especially the children, a chance 
to use the school buiMing more, and we aren't 
going to offer programs so heavy or make 
regulations so strict thet they won't want to 
come.” 

“Aren't you going to kill the business of 
the dance ban?“ 

“Sure!’’ Dr. McFatrich said.

MAINE BLOWN UP 
FROMTHEOUTSIDE 


Naval Board That Examined 
Battleship Wreck Gives 
Out Its Findings 
in Capital. 


SIGNS POINT TO A MINE. 


Explosion of Magazines Followed 
the Blast Which Destroyed 
the War Vessel at 
Havana. 


Washington D. G. Dea &—The United 
States battleship - Maine, which sank in 
Havana harbor in February, 1898, as re- 
sult of an explosion, was biown up from the 
outside, 

This was announced today by the navel 
board which has been examiming the wreck. 
The finding confirms the report of the 
original investigators, who made a super 
ficial examination ot the wreck shortly after 
the disaster. 

The statement given out by the navy de- 
partment is brief. Secretary Meyer does not 
believe it necessary to issue an extended 
explanation of the board's cenclusiona, be- 
yond the flat statement that an exterior 
explosion was responsible for the lors of the 

rehip and the lives of many mén. 


Text of the Statement. 
The statement follows: 
The injuries to the bottom of the Matne 
were caused by the explosion of a charge 
of a low form of explosive exterior to the 
ship, between frames 28 and 31, strake B. 
port side. This resulted in igniting and 
exploding the contents of the 6 inch re- 
serve magazine, A-14-M, said contents 
including a large quantity of black pow- 
der. The more or less complete explosion 
of the contents of the remaining forward 
magazine followed. The magazine explo- 
sions resulted in the destruction of the 
vessel, 

Secretary Meyer announced that there 
might be a further statement on the report of 
the board after it had been considered by the 
president. One member of the board was of 
opinion that the report never would be pub- 
lished in full, but would be kept in the con- 
fidential archives of the navy department. 


Mine Belief Mystery. 

The declaration that “ a low form of explo- 
sive” was used in the outside explosion in- 
dicates a belief that a mine and not a dirigible 
torpedo was the instrument of destruction. 

This deepens the mystery of the destruction 
of the Mafne” X. mine, charged with sufficient 
gunpowder to blow in the bottotm of the ship, 
must have weighed several hundred pounds. 
To plant such a mine and lay the electric 
connections necessary for its discharge would 
have required the services of a number of 
men. 


WILL TRY MOVING PICTURES 
TO TEACH RESPECT FOR LAW. 


City Authorities Authorize Theater in 
North Side Italian District—Scene of 
Many Murders. 


The city council building committee yeater- 
day lent iteelf to a scheme which seeks, by 
means of a 5 cent theater to reform¢he north 
side Italian settlement, where more than a 
score of murders have been committed. The 
theater is to occupy a church building. The 
matter was brougm to the attention of the 
committee through the request of Oscar A. 
Lewis for a license to start a moving picture 
show at 1182 Milton avenue. 

“The building belongs to the First Swed- 
ish Baptist congregation,’’ said Lewis. 
we can start this show we can sell the prop- 
erty for the congregation and ald them in 
building a new church elsewhere. Besides, 
the show will have an uplifting effect on the 
people of the district.“ 

But the floor is seven feet above the side- 
walk, a clear violation of the theater ordi- 
nance,” said Ald. Thomson. 

Church people are the worst offenders in 
the city in coming here to ask us to violate 
the law. They’re alwayeatit,” declared Ald 
Fisher. 

Building Commissioner Dricsson calmed 
the rising storm by saying that he would 
assume responsibility for the permit if it was 
issued. 

“TI think this will teach these people 
American ways,’ he said. “I believe we 
have an opportunity here to do a little mis- 
sionary work.”

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TAFT TRUST BLOW 
MADE JURY TEST 
IN PACKERS’ TRIAL 


Defendants’ Attorneys Ask Ve- 
niremen If They Read the 
President's Message. 


REASONABLE RESTRAINT PLEA 


Lawyers for Accused Show Rees nt 
Supreme Court Ruling 
Will Be Used. 


EXPECT TO HEAR EVIDENCE TUESDAY 


Politics and President Taft’s message to 
congress embracing the hope that juftes 
would begin to convict individuals and asses» 
prison sentem w for violation of the Ser- 
man anti-trust law were injected into the 
questioning of proepective jurors for the trial 
of the ten indicted Chicago packers yested- 
day. 

Possible influence that the chief executive's 
words might have bad upon the minds of 
veniremen wes inquired into by former Judge 
John Barton Payne of counsel for the de- 
fendants. None of the veniremen, so far eg 
was discovered, however, had read the presi- 
dent’s message. . : 

Austin Hill, a farmer of Wilmington and 
one of the tentative jurors tendered by the 
government, was asked by Mr. Payne: 

“Have you read the president's message 
relating to the Sherman anti-trust lew?” ~ 


Asks About Taft’s Message. 

Mr. Payne wanted to know particularly if 
the veniremen had read this section of the ex- 
ecutive document: 

As the offense [against the Sherman 
law] becomes better understood and the 
committing of it partakes more of studied 

and deliberate defiance of the law, we 
can be confident that juries will convict 
individuale and thet jail sentences wild 
be imposed.

Three Farmers Cut Off Jury. 

After cutting three farmers and one stock- 
holder in an “independent” glass concern 
from the panel offered by the government 
and substituting one business man. & con- 
struction superintendent, a dairyman, and a 
baker, the packerm#’ attorneys were practically 
ready to tender the slightly altered jury back 
to the government ot the close of court for 
the day.

Two 
had not been cross examined when the third 
day’s session ended, but Attorney John Bar- 
ton Payne had started putting genera] ques- 
tions to all the twelve men in the box, m- 
dicating he was about to make a return 
tender. 

After adjournment Attorney Payne said the 
packers were very well pleased with the 
jury.” but he added that in the morning.

ON CITY GAMBLING SQUAD. 


Close Alliance Between Police and 
Crooks Expected to Be Shown. 


An attempt to show the close alliance said 
to exist between the Chicago police depart- 
ment and the gambling element will be made 
at the trial of the case of Anton Tackman 
against Detective Sergeant James C. Hart 
and others. The suit was filed yesterday. 
The proceedings also may be brought to the 
attention of the civil service commission. 

Tackman, who is a young grocer's clerk, 
charges he was fleeced out of $1,400 in four 
months in a saloon at 5547 South Halsted 
street, in a building owned by Hart. 

Hart, who was a member of Assistant Chief 
of Police Schuettler’s gambling squad, is 
made defendant in the action under the stat- 
ute which makes owners of premises on 
which gambling is permitted responsible for 
money lost. The other defendants are James 
T. Frestel and William J. Denning, the men 
who operate the saloon in Hart's building. 
and Robert Bock, their barkeeper. 


Says Hart Frequented Saloon. 

Young Tackman says he began gambling 
in the saloon in August. The book there 
was operated by Bock, he asserts, with full 
cognizance of Frestel and Denning. Hart. 
who lives upstairs over the saloon, was a fre- 
quent visitor to the saloon. So far as is 
known he never reported to his superiors in 
the police department that there was gam- 
bling going on in the place. 

At first, Tackman says, he placed only small 
bets, $2 belng about the limit. He lost 
steadily and soon all his wages were going to 
the bookmakers. He now began going into 
his savings, which were swept away in sev- 
éral large bets. Then he began to borrow 
money. Finally, with $1,400 in and his 
resources entirely dissipated, he pawned his 
watch and bet the entire amount raised in 
this way, $10, on a horse on which the odds 
opened at 40 to 1 and ran up to 50 to 1. 


Says Bookkeeper “Welched.” 

The horse won. Under the system in vogue 
among bookmakers in Chicago Tackman was 
entitled to 45 to 1 on his bet, or $450. When 
he went to collect what was coming to him, 
‘he says, the bookmaker “ welched.“ 

Tackman swore out a warrant at the Engle- 
wood station for the saloonkeepers, but they 
proved an “‘ alibi,”’ and the case against them 
was dismissed. A lieutenant at the Engle- 
wood police station then had the barkeeper 
arrested. After a long delay the barkeeper 
was fined $26. 

Now Tackman is trying to get back the 
money which he put into the “ book.” He is 
being backed in his action by his brother, G 
H. Tackman.

Many investors in the company’s stock were 
put on the stand. One of these described 
Mallory as the “ booster,” Hayes as the 
„owner, and Barker as the “ scalper™ in 
the company. 

Julius testified that Barker bought the 
company’s stock for 10 cents a share and sold 
it for 50 cents a share, 

According to Joseph D. Irose, attorney for 
the plaintiff, about 200 persons have pur- 
chased stock in the company. He said 
Mallory claimed to be a heavy investor and 
that Barker would send prospective pur- 
chasers to him to learn the possibilities of 
the company. The attorney said in court that 
he had evidence to show that Mallory re- 
ceived a certain amount of mogey for each 
person he induced to buy stock.

Declare Bathing Establishments Hold’ 
Sites Illegally; to Seek Mayor,

The resolution was adopted and will be 
presented to the mayor at 10 o'clock next 
Friday morning. 


Want Municipal Park. 

The resolution favors the establishment of 
a municipal park, to occupy all the ter 
ritory east of Clarendon avenue and between 
Montrose boulevard and Lakeside place, to 
contain a municipally owned and controlled 
bathing beach and ae playground for chil- 
dren. 

Proteste against the Wilson avenue beach 
have been signed by more than nine-tenths 
of the householders residing within 1,000 feet 
of this establishment: A city ordinance pro- 
vides that a license cannot de issued if a ma- 
jority of householders object. 

Ald. Thomson said mucb of the territory re- 
quired for the new park was already owned 
by the people. In nis opinion, the firet step to 
further this project should. be to reach an 
understanding with the Lincoln park com- 
missioners as to the location of the driveway 
planned by them, because otherwise this road 
might afterwards cut off the municipal bath- 
ing establishment from the lake. 


Capitain to Fight Licenses. 

Aid. Capitain declared he will codperate in 
preventing the private beaches from securing 
licenses next year. The new park, he as- 
serted, could most expediently be constructed 
by the Lincoln park commissioners. Next 
Monday night he will present a resolution In 
the city council asking for the establishment 
of a life saving patrol service along the lake 
during the bathing season to diminish the 
high number of drownings that have ocourred 
in former seasons.

M. Rolland's Life of 
Tolstoy. 


BY ELEANOR DOHERTY GEER. 
MOST satisfying book is Romain Rol- 
land’s “ TOLSTOY” (Dutton), for, 

while it is neither literary cricitism 

nor Biography, it partakes of the 

nature of both. M. Rolland states 
that during vollege days Tolstoy wes re- 
garded with that romantic veneration pe- 
culiar to youth, a state of mind whichiwas 
never entirely outgrown, in the opinion of 
the reader. This is indeed a good thing | 
so far as the present book is concerned, for 
every one is aware that there are few forces 
as vivifying as affection, and here Tolstoy's 
portrait is drawn, the workings of his mind 
examined, and the development of his philos- 
ophy scrutinized with a sympathy and un- 
derstanding borfi of sincere affection. The 
narrative proceeds by measured stages, de- 
fined by epochs in this great Russian’s life, 
his own journal béing the source, for the most 
part, of the Diographical data as it is for 
the knowledge of Tolstoy’s mental processes 
and moral struggles. Then, in describing the 
circumstances that were the occasion of or 
were attendant on the writing at the vari- 
ous Works, M. Rolland points out the auto- 
biographical references in them all. But 
though from the successive chapters we re- 
alize that our outline picture of Tolstoy is 
being gradually filled out, it is from the fina) 
paragraph of the conclusion that we derive 
our most definite impresston. 

Tolstoy does not speak to the privileged, 
the enfranchised of the world of thought: he 
speaks to ordinary men—hominibus bone 
voluntatis. He ig eur conscience. He says 
what we all think, we average people, and 
what we all fear to read in ourselves. He 
is not a master full of pride: one of those 
haughty geniuses who are throned above 
humanity upon their art and their inteili- 
gence. He is—as he loved to style himself 
in his letters by that most beautiful of titles, 
the most pleasant of all-“ our brother.. 

In thie country Tolstoy has not as many 
devotees as he is reported to heve had in 
France, but he nevertheless has many, many 
friends, and these will be grateful to Mr. 
Bernard Miall for having translated this 
excellent study of the man, the author, the 
artist, and the genius,

is a blunt, offhand series of papers 
telling the story of his experiences in 
the Cuban revolution and the Philippines. 
In the most matter of fact way, as though 
| he were telling it to friends, he describes per- 
sonal adventures of the most thrilling sort. 
But it must not be supposed that there is 
boasting in these recitals. On the contrary. 
no one could be more modest than Gen. Fun- 
ston as he appears in these pages. 
From the time when he went gut in 1806 
with a fillbustering expedition to Cuba, to his 
capture of Aguinaldo, his life was one rough 
and tumble fight, hand to hand conflicts, cut 
and slash. It is a record ot daring, but not 
recklessness. Nor is indifference shown at 
the horrors of war. More than once the 
sights sickened him. And he pays tribute 
notonly to his companions, but to the bravery 
of the enemy. | 

In some ways the first part of the book, 
dealing with his-experience es a Cuban revo- 
lutionist, is the better. It was his first intro- 
duction to war. He was @ raw recruit with 
only a few lessons in ‘the mechanism of gun- 
mery, and in Cuba he fought behind a Hotch- 
kise or other cannon almost entirely. That 
he was not killed or wounded is a marvel, 
for most of his American companions who 
handled the guns with him were killed or 
wounded by Spanish sharpsbooters. 

His accounts of the insurgent activities 
under Gomez Garcia are interesting as 
showing what those men did with the half 
starved, poorly armed forces at their com- 
mand. He says it is wrong to think, as many 
do, that the Cubans could not ight. They 
were an effective military force. 

The Philippine part of the book is largely 
a history of the Twentieth Kansas regiment, 
and Funston delights in giving the men end 
officers credit for brave deeds and gallant 
deaths. 

The story of the capture of Aguinaldo dif- 
fers somewhat from the newspaper accounts 
of that exploit. It was undoubtedly one of 
the best planned and executed coups of wer. 
In daring it scarcely had a parallel The 
odds were everywhere against its success, 
and yet it turned out exactly as he had 
thought it would, and the result alded ma- 
terlally in bringing the war to a close. It 
earned Funston a brigadier generalship, and 
he certainly deserved K. As in the case of 
the Cubans, he pays tribute to the pluck of 
the Filipinos, but thinks, they were badly 
advised and of course unequal to the task of 
the war. 

His book does not pretend to be a history 
of efther struggle. There are gaps which the 
reader must supply, but as a recital of what 
he did and what he saw others do, it is an 
honest and modest piece of writing. untech- 
nical, uncritical, and fair. There are some 
fine illustrations by F. C. Yohn.
